Attaching the Arm Cuff 

and Posture During Measurement 



Unfasten and open the cuff as shown in the figure. 

Wrap the arm cuff around the upper left arm tightly so 
that bottom edge of the cuff is positioned about one 
inch above the elbow joint. 




(Do NOT roll shirts or jackets up over the arm when 
taking a measurement. This will constrict the upper 
arm and prevent accurate measurement.) 

• Cuff tube should be placed on the inside of your 
arm as shown in figure. 

• Make sure that the cuff is fastened tightly. Note 
that wrapping the cuff unevenly will prevent proper 

measurement. 



Rest left elbow on a table so that the cuff is at heart 
level. Relax the lower arm across the table and remain 
still.
